Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Group I, species of claims 5 and 9 in the reply filed on 
2/20/07 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claim. 3, 4, 7, 8,10, 11, 16 -32 stand withdrawn from further consideration 

pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on 2/20/07. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,2,5,13& 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Banks 2205711. 

Banks shows strips of resins with insect repellents & fastenings. See Fig. 1, 
hollows @ 16,17. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1,2,5,6,9,12-15 ARE rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over LONG 5392559 in view of KLIER et al 4127672 and Rombi 4879117 or Banks 
2205711. 

At Long, See figures 1, 3, 5-objects coated with insect repellent films (column 5, line 5; 
column 6, line 61) or for shoe-boot, clothing protection (column 5, top). However, a 
releasable component is absent. KLIER shows insect repellents (column 2) can be 
impregnated into plastics (column 1, lines 46, 47, Example C. 

Banks shows strips of resins with insect repellents & fastenings, thus able to be utilized 
with the articles of Long & advantageous repellent of Klier. 

ROMBI (Col. 2, bottom) also shows elastic collars or spiral forms as braided collars 
(col. 13, lines 28-37). Perforations can be put in collar (col. 13, lines 50-56). 



It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made desiring to utilize pest 
control means, to use any of art recognized means, as of the 
Long/Klier repellents, modified as desired to increase 
ef f icacy, compatability of ingredients, processing ease, & 
reduced toxicity to people. 
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All the critical elements of the instant are disclosed. The 
amounts and proportions of each ingredient are result effective 
parameters chosen to obtain the desired effects. It would be 
obvious to vary the form of each article to optimize the effect 
desired, depending upon the particular species and application 
method of interest, reduction of toxicity, cost minimization, 
enhanced, and prolonged, or synergistic effects. 

Applicant has not provided any objective evidence of 
criticality, nonobvious or unexpected results that the 
administration of the particular ingredients' or concentrations 
or the form of the article provides any greater or different 
level of prior art expectation as claimed, and the use of 
ingredient for the functionality for which they are known to be 
used is not basis for patentability. 

The instant invention provides well known old art recognized 
compounds, with well known art recognized effects, applied by 
well known art recognized methods to achieve improved control as 
is well known in the art.
